Quicksand Makes Delay 
!n Sewer Construction, 
But Work Progresses 

Nabcr Arranges for Exten- 
sion South Across Rte. 
173; Wants Laterals 



' Construction of the sewer on Or- 
chard and Hillside sts;; is in pro- 
gress with about 500 fc^t oE the 8 
inch tile laid and two catch basins 
put in. 

Mr. Quiffley of the firm Quigley 
and Schneider, Highland Park con- 
structors, said that the work was 
delayed in progress to the extent of 
150 feet when sand was struck on 
the hillside on Orchard st. 
* It was necessary to drain the area 
of a large amount ot water before 
the work could proceed. The 
"quicksand" is at a point where the 
village has always had trouble 
maintaining the road. 

The contractor told the Rev. 
Francis M. Flaherty of St. Peter's 
church, that unless some more un- 
foreseen trouble occurs he will have 
the sewer to the schopl by next 
Wednesday. He told him he would 
make the connections aH the school 
immediately at cost. 

Barney Naber has made tentative 
arrangements to continue the sewer 
and water into his subdivision. If 
the village board will permit Naber 
will run a lateral 200 feet west and 
100 feet east of the main sewer 
north of highway 173,. and then will 
extend the sewer under the high- 
way and run it west through his 
property. 

, Quigley said Naber's purpose in 
the lateral is to make it unnecessary 
for property owners north of the 
highway to go under the highway 
for a connection but can moke it at 
the rear of their premises. 

Naber's total footage will be 1,500 
feet if the board permits the lateral, 
and if not will be 1,200 feet, Quig- 
ley said. The work will be done af- 
ter the village's work is completed 
and at similar cost, 

Naber's sewer and water mains 
will be the same at the city's. 

Because Orchard st., is widened 
20 feet through land given by A. N. 
Ackerman, the middle of the high- 
way is moved 10 feet south. This 
makes the connection at the cast 
end an angling one. The Public 
Service Co., moved its power lino 
poles south on Orchard and cast on 
Hillside to take care of the widen- 
ed street. 

Quigley said that the laying of 
the 0-inch water main would not be 
started until the sewer is completed 
for the village. The water line will 
be south of the sewer line and not 
so deep. 

The. trench for the sewer is be- 
ing filled as fast as the pipe is laid, 
but preparations are made for at- 
tachments as they proceed.

~ '- We Don't Need It 

Anyone who still suffers under the illusion that 
only the government can adequately supply industry, 
;i rlculture and residential users with electricity, 
should take another quick look around. 

For instance, in California a private utility is 
now building a huge new powerhouse, which will go 
into operation in 1951. At that time, the utility will 
have doubled its prewar electrical output— from 
2,000,000 to 4,000,000 horsepower. It says this is 
"America's greatest power-building program." I 

The utility industry as a whole is now engaged 
in the greatest expansion program in history. The cost 
will run well into the billions. Particular emphasis is 
being laid on rural and agricultural electrification — ' 
within a relatively short time practically every farm 
will have central-station power available. For all 
classes of service, there will be a safe and growing 
margin of capacity over the demand. , 

The power produced by the utility is sold at 
rates and under conditions which are prescribed by 
public regulatory bodies. Heavy taxes — totaling more 
thnn 20 per cent of revenues — are paid to government. 
And standards of service approach perfection. 

Government power is wholly or partially tax 
free. There is no regulation. Often it is tax subsidized. 
IVorse yet, it stands for socialism in a supposedly free 
country..

End "Feather-Bedding" 

The chief operating officer of one of the South- 
east's larger railroads recently told a presidential fact- 
finding board that "the competitive situation con- 
fronting the railroads calls for maximum efficiency ' 
and economy and this can be achieved only whenj 
railroad labor stops its make-work demands and co-i 



operates with management in eliminating feather- 



bedding practices," 

One of the worst examples of feather-bedding is 
found in union demands for twp 'firemen for each die- 
sel-electrlc locomotive, instead of one. Expert after 
export has pointed out that this would serve no worth- 
while purpose at all. Modern dicsels are about as 
automatic as machinery can be, and they can be hand-' 
led efficiently v and with case by present-size crews. 
Furthermore, the argument that the outsize crew 
would make for greater safety for the men has been 
exploded. One railroad, for instance, has put nearly 
54,000,000 road miles of diesel operation under its belt 
during the past three years. No fireman has lost his 
life, in an accident. There have been only 20 in- 
juries to firemen — and most of these consisted of a 
cinder in an eye, a hand caught in a door, and so on. 

This demand, along with the other feather- 
bedding practices, would place a heavy financial bur- 
den on the railroads at a time when they cannot af- 
ford it. From the point of view of railroad labor, it 
would endanger jobs — excessive operating costs can 
strangglc any industry, by driving away business 
which makes employment* possible. From the point of 
view of the traveling and shipping public, it would 
ultimately fo'ree rates to a higher point than would 
otherwise be necessary.

CALIF.^-A, \n e *w 
world of agriculture, in which 
plants never seci the'suri or feel' the 
elements produce crops of incred- 
ible size and- flavor, • awaits - just 
over the horizon, 

Between that world, and this, 
scUYitists say, lie only a few years 
of experimentation— in a new "cli- 
mate factory" at the California In- 
stitute of Technology. 

It's the Earhart plant research 
laboratory — a supergreenhbuse 
with built-in weather and soil con- 
trols. Every kind of„ climate in the 
world which will support plant life 
can be reproduced in. this $400,000 
nursery. Built with funds 'donated 
by the Earhart 1 foundation of Ann 
Arbor, Mich., it was dedicated re- 
cently. 

Known a3 the "Fhytotron," this 
, laboratory will artificially recreate 
or eliminate all but" one of the 
known factors in plant growth such 
as soil, climate, insects and sun- 
light. 

The one factor which the Phy- 
totron will not be able to control 
is cosmic radiation. These are 
the mysterious rays" which come 
from somewhere out in the uni- 
verse, constantly bombarding the 
earth and sometimes changing the 
evolution of living things upon it. 
"We don't know any way to, pro-, 
tect our plants or ourselves , from 
these radiations," says Dr. Frits 
Went, director of the laboratory. 

"But we hope, J>y controlling all 
other factors, to learn exactly what 
etfect these radiations do have."

Illicit Whiskey-Making 
Accelerates Since War 

LOUISVILLE, Ky.— Business may 
be slipping from wartime peaks, 
but not whiskey-making by the light 
of the moon. 

Contrary to legitimate industry, 
backwoods dew , brewing hit a slump 
during the war, but has accel- 
erated sincei The reason for the 
"depression" was obvious— scarcity 
of materials and labor. 

While moonshining is coming back 
fast it is still far below pre-war 
high, the U;' s. alcohol tax unit, 
which is ever alert for non-tax>paid 
whiskey and 'unlicensed private dis- 
tilleries, reports. 

For the «first four months of this 
year 86 stills were siezed in' Ken- 
tucky, as compared with 75 for 
the same period of 1948, W.' H. Kin- 
naird, chief Investigator here for 
the A.T.U., announced. There were 
157 arrests in raids -this year and 
11B in the previous period. 

The government gained on cars 
and trucks grabbed, 25 compared 
with 11. However, there was less 
mash destroyed, 12,354' gallons 
against 13,990; K 

Kentucky's time-honored occupa- 
tion grew and grew during the 30's 
until it reached a record of 635 stills 
raided in 1940. Arrests totaled 1,764 
and 202. cars and trucks were seized 
in that year. / 

This state is not. alone in the ex- 
pansion of the industry. In the fis- 
cal year which started July 1 there 
was a national increase in raids by 
"revenooers 1 '; of 21 per cent.

This was no easy task as there 
were no paved roads nor high speed 
autos in those days. In fact, travel 
for the most part was by horse and 
buggy. 

In connection With this a story is 
told about Father Bruton who on 
one occasion got a sick call from a 
man at Loon Lake, a distance of ten 
miles from Wadsworth. After, driv- 
ing four miles the priest had to 
walk several miles because of the 
condition of the roads. After taking 
care of the dying man, in order to 
get back to Wadsworth Father Bru- 
ton had to take a train to Chicago 
and then take another train from 
Chicago to his rectory. The Soo 
Line certainly was handy in that 
instance. .
